resolution 

Romulus City Council 
voted unanimously last week 
to express its prayers and get 
well wishes to President 
Ronald Reagan and the three 
men who were injured pro- 
tecting him in the March 30 
assassination attempt 

Councilman Edward Rush 
said. “I would like to have the 
Clerk adopt an appropriate 
resolution on behalf of the 
city of Romulus to be sent to 
President Reagan offering 
him our prayers and heartfelt 
wishes for a full and complete 
recovery on behalf of the 
elected officials and the citi- 
zens of Romulus.” 

As the vote was being 
taken, someone suggested 
that the three men injured in 
protecting the President also 
be sent an appropriate resolu- 
tion. City Clerk Leonard Fol- 
mar informed Council that all 
resolutions have to be printed 
in full as part of the minutes 
in the local newspaper. He 
suggested that a resolution 
could be sent to President 
Reagan with appropriate 
communications sent to the 
three heroic men who were 
i tint red ir. protecting him 
against six assassn’s buMets ' 

Council unanimously 
approved that motion. 

The three men who were 
critically injured March 30 
when the President was hit in 
the lung by a .22 caliber bullet 
are James S. Brady, 
Reagan’s press secretary; 
Secret Service agent Timothy 
McCarthy and District of 
Columbia Police Officer Tho- 
mas Delahanty. 

At last report, the Presi- 
dent and his three protectors 
were “continuing to make 
good progress” on their way 
to recovery.

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Voters to face 4.5 mill levy in June 

Supt. Bedell projects *3.5 million deficit by 1982

Romulus School Board wrestled with 
two highly emotional issues Monday 
night before voting to place 4.5 mills on 
the June 8 ballot and tabling the motion 
to close South Junior High School 
The vote to place the millage on the 
annual school election ballot was 6-1, 
with Shirley Lombardi being the lone 


Panel says 
junior high 
should close 


After months of extensive investiga- 
tion and sometimes heated discussion, 
the Romulus Community Schools’ 
Building Consolidation Committee has 
taken a recommendation to the School 
Board that South Junior High School be 
abandoned for K-12 instructional use. 

Committee Chairman Bill Raeck indi- 
cated that the committee had under- 
taken the task of examining the possibil- 
ity of building closings in as cautious 
and deliberate a manner as possible. 

The school staff has given us what we 
have requested, extensive information 
on enrollment, cost of operating schools 
and other areas connected with school 
consolidation”, said Raeck. After 
gathering and discussing the informa- 
t a sub-committee made up of Gene- 
yitye Dug tn. beUy Huron ton, Mar> 
King, and Nancy Mitchel wrote a 
criteria for us to use when we examined 
the possibility of closing a school . ” 

The criteria ultimately adopted by the 
committee has three basic recom- 
mendations to the Board from the com- 
mittee. It urges that the Board consider 
the impact on the community of any 
school closings, the location of ade- 
quacies of buildings and the possibility 
of disposal of vacant facilities. 

Raeck felt the key to the whole 
approach was in the recommendation 
that whatever the Board does, ultimate- 
ly. it should be for a three-or four year 
period so that people can be assured of 
some stability 

Board of Education President Wayne 
Avery indicated that the School Board 
was anxious to hear the committee s re- 
port. but cautioned, “The ultimate deci- 
sion on any of the school closings rest 
with the elected officials 1 personally 
attended many of the Consolidation 
Committee's meetings and I know how 
hard they have worked It is now up to 
the Board to consider the information 
and make the final decision.” 

The recommendation presented is 
based on investigation done by the com- 
mittee. The first, to determine and con- 
firm that there are some $250,000 to 
$300,000 savings to be achieved by not 
operating the building. These are funds 
that have to be expended year after year 
in operating costs to maintain that build- 
ing even though the student enrollment 
would fit in other facilities. 

The committee thoroughly investi- 
gated two different approaches in 
assigning students One was to place 7th 
graders in the elementary school and 
(continued on page A-8) 


dissenter. All other six board members 
stated their reluctance to approve it but 
said it was necessary 
A surprisingly small audience heard 
the board discuss at length two of the 
most important issues facing the school 
district. In recommending 4.5 mills be 
placed on the ballot, School Supt Bill 
Bedell supplied a Budget Status Sheet 
that showed the district could face a de- 


ficit of up to S3. 5-million by June 30, 1982. 

He explained the financial crisis to the 
board and audience and said that more 
and more people “are getting on the 
bandwagon” in support of the May 19 
tax reform bill Bedell said if that 
al passes, it will cut homeowners’ taxes 
by 18 mills (by 50 percent). ‘ With that 
tax relief, the homeowners would be in a 
much better position to approve the 4 5

mills for schools,” he explained. 

However, Bedell explained that even 
with the millage increase there would 
probably have to be cutbacks. “It will 
not eliminate the 5-hour day. It will not 
bring us out of debt. We need to develop 
a three of four year plan.” 

Two representatives of the Citizen s 
Finance Committee testified on behalf 
of the millage, saying it was vitally 



House of controversy 
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Residents Petition Council 


Council , residents protest 
‘ unsuitable ’ foster home

A large number of residents presented 
a petition to City Council last week pro- 
testing the licensing of an Adult Foster 
Care home for mentally retarded per- 
sons at 6270 Hunt Street in Romulus. 

They presented the petition, signed by 
30 neighbors of the Hunt house, voicing 
strong opposition to the idea and calling 
the home “unsuitable” and not up to 
code Council accepted the petition 
and after hearing many residents speak 
on the emotional subject, voted 6-0 “to 
urge as strongly as possible’’ the denial 
of the license with the numerous objec- 
tions listed. 

Heading the petition drive was Mary 
Humphrey, who presented it to Council 
and spoke first on the sensitive issue 
that has raised a storm of criticism 
around the state over the way the prog- 
ram has been handled 

Everyone speaking on the issue said 
they had no objection to the concept of 
placing mentally retarded people into a 
“family home setting” but said they ob- 
jected to unsuitable houses being used 
for the projects. 


• The structure is not suitable at all for 
an Adult Foster Care Home,” Mrs. 
Humphrey began The house is 30 
years old. it’s located on a narrow lot, 
and children play in the street.” 

She said a busy railroad runs behind 
the backyard of the home and testi- 
money in a court case has reported that 
the nearby Trouten Drain contains con- 
taminants that could cause sickness. 

She closed by saying. “We ask — not 
demand — that the Mayor and Council 
deny the application for this adult foster 


care home and to notify the state of that 
action.” 

Robert Nettles of Hunt Street lives 
four doors from the proposed home. 

I don’t think the house will be suit- 
able at all for that purpose,” he said. 

Mrs. Bains spoke next and said many 
residents did not understand the letter 
sent from the city informing them of the 
proposed licensing of the home. She 
added, ' There should be a nurse on duty

School board races 
lure 5 candidates

needed. John Hopewell discussed some 
of the effects of the Headlee Amendment 
and Roger Cadaret gave a short report. 

After introducing himself. Cadaret 
said, “I am representing the Citizen’s 
Sub-committee on School Revenues. We 
have evaluated the following problems 
facing our school system : Proposed new 
state aid formula; Headlee Act effect; 
Declining student enrollment and the 
Anticipated budget deficit. 

“As a result, we are recommending 
that the Board take such steps as neces- 
sary to prepare a ballot proposal for a 
school millage increase in the June 8th 
election,” he said. 

Trustee Evelyn Hopewell said, “I’m 
reluctant to go to the people and ask for 
more money. However, I know how 
much it is needed.” 

Dick Campbell was informed that the 
millage was for just one year in 
answer to his question. “I’d like to see 
consolidation and school boundaries 
drawn up at the same time,” he said. 

Board President Wayne Avery added. 
“I will vote for this reluctantly — but 
first I want to know some answers. How 
many schools will be closed, not neces- 
sarily which ones but how many 
elementary schools? Also, what prog- 
rams will be maintained? It is impera- 
tive that we get the committee’s report 
as soon as possible.” 

Mrs. Lombardi explained her no” 
vote to the Roman after the meeting. 

“I hear a lot of people crying tax re 
lief.’ They’re paying enormous taxes. 
There’s no assurance that tax relief will 
come on May 19th. Education has to 
learn to live on the tax dollars provided 
At times educators are unreal »stu 
When you c&irt educate 5.S00 student 
on i 15 mil there 4-StmieiW n e 
wrong.” 

She had words of praise for Supt Be- 
dell and said Romulus was extremely 
fortunate to have a man of his quality. 

“At the same time, I must vote my 
convictions,” said Mrs. Lombardi, who 
has been sitting on the school board five 
years, the longest of any present 
member. 

“I hate to say it, but I can see half-day 
sessions in the future if things don’t 
change. I may be ‘crucified’ for saying 
that, but I’ve got to be honest about the 
way I feel,” she said. 

On the issue of closing South Junior 
High, every board member, except two, 
expressed great sentimental attach- 
ment to the revered old school building 
that has great historic tradition in 
Romulus. 

Bill Raeck, chairman of the Citizen’s 
Committee on Building Consolidation, 
gave his report. “Many school buildings 
are only 50 percent occupied. We’ve ex- 
plored many programs and alterna- 
tives. This decision (to close South Jr 
High) should have been made by pre- 
vious school boards,” he said. 

“If it had been made five years ago, it 
could have saved one and a quarter mil- 
lion dollars,” Raeck said. His figures 
were based on the estimated savings of 
$250,000 a year if South is vacated by 
students. 

Actually. South would not be 
“closed South’s 7th and 8th graders 
would be transferred to North Jr. High 
and all district 9th graders would go to 
the Senior High. South would then be 
used as a community education center 
and/or a Wayne County Day Treatment 
Center. 


Rush, Raspberry clash with Mayor

The failure of Mayor William Oakley 
to inform Council he had retained three 
CETA workers who were scheduled for 
termination erupted into a strong verbal 
clash with tw'o Councilmen last week 
Councilman Edward Rush charged 
the mayor w ith intentionally keeping in- 
formation from the council. Councilman 
Jimmie C. Raspberry agreed there w as 
a tremendous “communications gap” 
and went a step further, saying the City 
of Romulus may be breaking the law by 
the way it’s doing business 
Rush, who has battled with the mayor 
on many occasions the past two years, 
brought up the subject of the three 
CETA (Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act) workers w’ho were re 
tained without Council’s know ledge He 
said he had a letter as part of his Council 


Packet that was signed by a CETA 
worker three days after he was sup- 
posed to be laid off. 

Rush, who is weighing options on run- 
ning for mayor, said he had several 
questions for Mayor Oakley. He asked 
why Council was not notified by the 
mayor that three CETA workers were 
being kept on the payroll Oakley re- 
sponded to Rush by saying. It’s unfor 
tunate you didn't have all these ques- 
tions before tonight You could have got- 
ten answers by a simple phone call!” 

Councilman Raspberry interjected, 
“I disagree with you. Mr Mayor Things 
are being done without Council’s con- 
sent ” 

When asked why he retained them 
Oakley explained, “I retained them 
under management’s responsibility 
There are CETA funds there through the 
rest of this fiscal year to pay for them 


Rush quoted a letter from Mayor Oak- 
ley to Council, dated Feb. 27 that said 
unless all CETA workers w r ere laid off 
effective March 31, there would not be 
enough money to pay their unemploy- 
ment benefits through Oct 1. 1981 (the 
end of the fiscal Var). 

“Now you re telling us that there is 
enough money in CETA funds to pay for 
this without using city funds,” Rush 
questioned Oakley “We have nothing 
about this in front of us. no proof that we 
have the money to pay CETA em- 
ployes ” 

Oakley, getting impatient over Rush’s 
questioning, replied. “1 will apologize 
for not putting it in writing if that will 
make you feel better,” he told Rush 
Oakley reminded Rush that he could 
make a simple phone call and get all the 
answers he wanted “I have never failed 
to respond to a request from you ” 


Again Raspberry seized the moment 
to comment 

“Mayor, I disagree with you We have 
a budget that we are responsible for and 
we must be sure we have money to pay 
for everything we do l got the names of 
those people, too. (The three CETA 
workers retained without Council's 
knowledge). 

Mr Rush found out about the CETA 
workers being retained by finding the 
letter in his packet It seems if we stum- 
ble upon something, then we ask about 
it That ’s not the way it should be You 
should keep us informed at all times ” 

Rush made a motion of intent to trans- 
fer funds from three vacant positions in 
the city — Administrative Aide to the 
mayor. Public Information Officer and 
the mayor’s personal secretary — to pay 
for the three CETA workers retained by 


Oakley. Raspberry said he w r ould sup- 
port it. 

Oakley's voice became more firm as 
he replied. “I’ve told you three times in 
the last 10 minutes that there is enough 
money in CETA funds to pay the three 
workers and no city funds are needed. 
There is no need to transfer money 
Oakley added that it w r as unfortunate 
that Rush had intended to transfer 
money from the vacant position of 
mayor’s secretary “I intend to bring in 
a request for a secretary next week or 
the week after,” Oakley said 
Rush repeated that Council had no in- 
formation at all about the retaining of 
the CETA workers. “We have nothing in 
front of us about this ” 

Raspberry added, “As I see this, it’s 
the proper procedure (to transfer the

17 percent over the 1980 pre-Easter 
period.” reports Ratke 
Florida continues to be the most popu- 
lar destination for Auto Club members 
Travel routings to the Sunshine State 


are up more than 3 percent 
Texas, with its promise of jobs luring 
many Michiganians, is the second most 
requested destination with inquiries up 
1 17 percent over the same period in 1980 
The only major warm-weather des- 
tination not showing an increase is Mex- 
ico. which is down 43 percent 
Florida officials report a strong re- 
bound in March from a 6 to 8 percent 
decline in tourism during January and 
February They blame the early 1981 
dropoff on cold weather, adverse public- 
ity about Miami and unemployment in 
the Midwest 

Motorists in Florida will find approx- 
imately 60 percent of service stations 
open daylight hours Easter Sunday 
(April 19) Gasoline prices are slightly 
lower than those in Michigan, ranging

An lines* 1 report heavy bookings on 
peak travel days, especially April 16-18 
for outgoing flights and April 20 and 24- 
26 for returning flights Persons who 
don t insist on flying on those dates will 
have little difficulty finding space 

Since this is one of t he busiest t imes of 
the year for airports. Auto Club suggests 
that passengers arrive at least one hour 
prior to departure and arrange to be

Mayor Pro-Tern Mary Ann Banks, 
who moderates Council meerings, re- 
plied, “We have taken action We asked 
for a denial and we have asked for a 
moritorium ” 

Council Raspberry said he was placed 
in a dual role — as a councilman and as a 
resident who does not live very far from 
the proposed location. He recounted his 
personal objections, stating the small 
size of lot, loud train whistles blowing 
■hiring the night; noisy airplanes flying 
low overhead and other distractions that 
he said made the house unsuitable. He 


questioned whether the house was up to 
code in all areas. 

Councilman Ray Canlrell noted that 
neighboring Canton Township had taken 
legal action in regard to adult foster 
care homes and asked if Romulus 
should do the same. 

Mayor Oakley urged Council to pass a 
motion strongly objecting to the placing 
of the foster care home at 6270 Hunt 

“The house is 24-by-30-feet and is not 
acceptable as a 3 bedroom home,” he 
said Hunt Street cannot accommodate 
the traffic.” He said that to re-occupv a 
house there had to be a Certificate of 
Occupancy and that the city might he 
able to have some control over 1 he sit na- 
tion that way. 

"Those homes are not big enough to 
house four people, whether they are phy- 
sically or mentally handicapped,” l he 
mayor said. Mayor Oakley said he sup 
ported the concept of placing mentally 
retarded persons in a family home 
atmosphere — but he said the present 


state law had many flaws in it 

“I urge all those present and all the 
residents to w rile their stale representa- 
tives. not necessarily opposing the idea 
of individual homes for these people, hut 
opposing the fact that the state has 
made a law without making good provi- 
sions for it," Oakley said 

Cantrell and Raspberry suggested 
asking fur a public hearing with those 
responsible for licensing the home. 

Oakley disagreed, saying I think we 
have missed the point I think it’s their 
place lo tell us this is a good place to put 
the foster care home Let them justify it. 
If they w f anl a public hearing, I think 
they are the ones who should ask for it , 
not us.” 

Proposed facilities (applications on 
file) include the following locations: 
6270 Hunt Street : Ferndale Street, (east 
of Sharon west of Goddard), 10005 
Miriam and 29799 Ecorse Rond. The ap- 
plication for an AFC home at 34184 
Ecorse Road was recently withdrawn 


At last week’s City Council meeting. 
Mayor William Oakley was criticized 
for keeping three CETA (Comprehen- 
sive Employment Training Act) work- 
ers employed after stating earlier they 
would be laid off.

24 hours a day and a doctor should be on 
call at all time.” 

Everyone who spoke expressed their 
• sympathy for the plight of the mentally 
retarded but said their concern over the 
condition of the proposed house was as 
much for the w elfare of the occupants as 
anything else 

Council Jimmie C. Raspberry, who 
was contacted by many of the neighbors 
of the proposed location, had strong feel- 
ings on the subject also 

The petitioners’ complaints are not 
based on zoning,” he said at the outset. 

The Stale Attorney General has said 
that city codes must he complied with 
It's not the human being, whether physi- 
cally or mentally disabled It’s that the 
home is not suitable. It’s not safe for the 
occupants or the neighbors,” Raspberry 
said. 

The petition delivered to Council 
stated that the undersigned, "do here- 
with setforth our support for the concept 
current ly being promoted by the State of 
Michigan; however. w r e are opposed to 
the establishment of such a facility at 
the abovementioned location when said 
establishment does not support the con- 
cept from w hich it was created and con- 
trarily, proports an unsafe environment 
for its residents; and the location is 
knowm for its conjection (e g. railroad 
traffic) and its lack of recreational faci- 
lities and therefore could not conceiv- 
ably provide a climate for patients. 

"Be it resolved that we the under- 
signed, a majority of Romulus residents 
living in the proximity to 6270 Hunt 
Street, do respectfully request that the 
City of Romulus and the State of Michi- 
gan disapprove the abovementioned ap- 
plication for license to establish an 
Adult Foster Care Home.” 

‘The communications gap is the big- 
gest thing,” commented Susie Ewell of 
Hunt Street. She said that no one seems 
to know much at all about the placing of 
the foster care home on Hunt Street and 
that there was a definite lack of informa- 
tion available. 

”1 work on the afternoon shift,” she 
said. “I'd hate to come home, not know- 
ing what I’d fin We don’t know any- 
thing about the e^dts coming in. Who’s 
coming in? Who s caring for them? 
Who’s overseeing this operation? This 
area is not geared for this.” 

Cynthia Washington of Beverly Road 
spoke next. “It’s invading our privacy. 
They should have come to us for consid- 
eration or ask us what we thought,” she 
said “The ditch is odorous. If they hada 
good place in Plymouth, why are they 
considering this house?” 

A lady who has lived on Hunt Street 
since 1948 had concerns about a simple 
stroll around the block. 

“1 take a walk around the block — 
sometimes early, sometimes late, and I 
would like to continue to have that pri- 
vilege.” 

She also expressed concern for the 
care of the occupants of the proposed 
home “We visited a home for girls and 
they were heavily supervised, yet one 
scalded a supervisor with hot water. 
They need close supervision 

"Also, we denied a man building a 
store in our neighborhood because it 
wasn’t suitable. I’m sorry for the situa- 
tion and for the mentally retarded But 
we’d like to have our community neigh- 
borhood left as it is.” she explained. 

Many in the audience applauded 
statements made by the residents or by 
Couneilmen and Mayor Oakley. Some 
kept calling for Council to stop the home 


council in early October. 

“Since that time, several things have

Is county 1 skipping families in desperate need of help? 


State Director of the $14 billion 
Wayne County S&eial Service Depart- 
ment, Robert Little, this week asked 
members of the County’s Human Re- 
sources Committee for closer coopera- 
tion between county departments and 
his own to avoid the chance of skipping 
those families in desperate need of help 
'•As an example. '* he told the commit- 
tee headed by Commissioner Kay 
Beard, “We have very poor communica- 


tion with those who keep records of 
deaths within the county. If a person 
already on welfare or accepting some 
sort of social services dies, it deprives 
another family of assistance.” 

Beard made it clear the so-called 
Wayne County Social Service programs 
are not the responsibility of the county, 
but rather come under state jurisdic- 
tion. 

“Because it is referred to as the 


Wayne County Social Service Depart- 
ment.” she added, “many people are 
confused and blame their ^ounty com- 
missioners for whatever problems pre- 
vail within the social service system.” 

Little displayed a summary of the de- 
partment’s service activities revealing 
heavy increases in three of the four ma- 
jor programs : AFDC (Aid to Dependent 
Children); GA (General Assistance); 
and ENP, (Emergency Service) . and a 


sharp rise in requests for help from the 
Romulus, Inkster and Sumpter 
Township districts 

AFDC families, numbering 100.344 
and costing $39 4 million monthly, rose 
by nearly 10 percent in January. Gener- 
al Assistance programs increased by 46 
percent and cost $10 4 million; while 
emergency help rose 67 percent, it’s tot- 
al per month was the least costly of all. 
$1.5 million. Surprisingly enough, the

food stamp program (SSI) fell 3 7 per- 
cent to $6 9 million 

As the economy continues to stumble 
along, particularly in the Wayne County 
area . medical programs for those unem- 
ployed or uninsured families requiring 
help at the county ’s General Hospital in 
Westland jumped 44 percent The feder- 
al government ’s medicaid program w as 
up slightly for January, costing $33 4 
million. 

Little told Commissioner Norbert 
Wisnieski his department had excellent 
cooperation from the county’s General 
Hospital and child support cases w r ere 
receiving quick court action, but. there 
were still problems relating to incar- 
cerations in the county jail 

Questioned on President Ronald 
Reagan’s “workfare” proposal, Little 
said it should be approached with cau- 
tion “Unless properly supervised, the 
“workfare” concept can present prob- 
lems of displacement among those 
already working and will not be produc- 
tive.” 


Speaking to Commissioner William 
Runco’s question, Little said there are 
two types of factions. “One wants peo- 
ple off welfare — period — and the other 
wants to use “workfare” as a means of 
getting some sort of production from 
those who accept welfare services but 
make no contribution whatsoever to the 
community.” 

“There will be difficult times ahead,” 
Little said , and we can't afford the lux- 
ury of having each agency going it *s own 
way.” 


Of the $1.4 billion budget, $1.3 billion 
goes directly into social service prog- 
rams, $92 million fund the department’s 
4.400 state employees w'ho work within 
the county, and $13 million is used for 
administrative overhead. Little noted 
that of all the families receiving help in 
Wayne County, 80 percent live in De- 
troit. “Our budget is such,” he added, 
“that we cannot increase child-care 
levels and we expect significant cut- 
backs in food stamp benefits.”

Council studies sludge compost 


Romulus City Council is studying a 
proposed zoning ordinance amendment 
that would permit, “after special 
approval,” a sludge composting plant in 
the city. 

The proposed amendment has been 
approved by the Planning Commission 
and would make sludge composting sub- 
ject to the following standards 

(1) The site shall have a minimum of 
thirty-five (35) acres and have direct ac- 
cess and all access routes on Class A 
Wayne County Roads or local roads 
which meet Class A standards. 

(2) To ensure that the reasonable use 
of adjoining properties is not affected 
and to reduce the potential for adverse 
health or odor impacts, the property 
lines encompassing the proposed use 
shall only abut industrially-zoned land 
and. in addition, the following separa- 
tion distances shall be observed: 

— 2,640 feet from the property lines of 
any residentially-zoned district, major 
medical facility, nursing home, or 
senior housing project ; 

— 1,320 feet from the property lines of 


any facility which is designed for use by 
the physically infirm or where large 
numbers of people congregate, such as 
senior recreation centers, public meet 
ing halls, churches, schools, and librar- 
ies: 

— 300 feet from the property lines of 
any RC. C-l . C-2. C-3, 0-1 . or BT District 

Additionally, the City shall determine 
that the proposed use shall not adverse- 
ly affect non-conforming residential 
uses and that adequate separation is 
provided from existing industrial uses 
that may be particularly sensitive, such 
as food, beverage or drug processing 
plants, or industries which employ large 
numbers of people. 

The separation distances specified 
above may be reduced by not more than 
fifty (50) percent upon a finding by the 
Planning Commission and City Council 
that the reduced isolation distances are 
sufficient to prevent any occurrence of 
health or obnoxious odor problems 

(3) All processing, treatment, unload- 
ing, and final product storage shall be 
within a completely enclosed building.

funds). “We re not eliminating these 
three positions .” 

By this time. Oakley was visibly upset 
and angry In measured tones he said. 
*i have the money to pay these three 
CETA people I can show you there is 
money to pay these three employes. If I 
had a Bible. I’d swear on it right now ” 

Rush needled the mayor a little furth- 
er by suggesting. “Here’s the City Char- 
ter.” holding up the document 

Oakley continued. “Since I’ve asked 
this girl (secretary) to come in, may I 
have Council’s permission to hire her?” 

Rush, who seemed to take delight in 
questioning the mayor, continued to 
pound away on the theme that Oakley 


had not informed the Council that he had 
kept three CETA workers employed af- 
ter he stated he was terminating them 
as of March 31 

Oakley replied again that he did it 
under management s responsibility and 
that there was enough money in CETA 
funds to pay for them CETA is funded 
by the federal government with local 
governments allocating whatever 
amounts they desire to add to the CETA 
workers’ salary and benefits However, 
in this case. Oakley said CETA funds 
were adequate to pay all of the money 
needed for the three retained employes 
as well as paying unemployment 
through Sept 30 of those laid off 

The heated discussion between Rush. 
Raspberry and Oakley continued for 


nearly 43 minutes until Oakley said he 
was tired of playing games “ I’d 
rather have my sleep than play here.' 
he said disgustedly as he gestured to- 
ward the clock on the wall The clock 
read 10 :40 p m

Oakley repeated again that there

The Romulus Roman

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Injured pony - 
do what’s humane 

EDITOR — I felt compelled to re- 
spond to a letter printed in the March 
26 Associated Newspapers* criticiz- 
ing the Romulus Dog Warden and the 
Wayne County Sheriffs for shooting 
amortally injured possum on 
McBride Street. 

I, too, am a resident of Romulus 
and have a similar incident to report 
— the difference being that the de- 
puties involved acted with the utmost 
consideration for both the feelings of 
the people and the injured animal. 

This tragic incident happened at 
8:30 p.m. on Friday night last 
November at Merriman and Henry 
Ruff in Romulus. A small Shetland 
pony escaped from her pasture, was 
struck by a car and hurled into a 
ditch. The Wayne County Sheriff de- 
puties that responded to the call 
waded into the cold water and 
mud to get the pony’s head up out of 
the. \vater and attempted to get her 
out. 

They reached the owner, who lives 
’ 10-miles away, and obtained permis- 
sion to have the pony destroyed if 
1 necessarv. A representative of the 

, 


owner went down into the mud. again 
with a sheriff, to confirm that the 
pony’s rear leg and spine were shat- 
tered. At this point, the representa- 
tive, aghast at the pony’s misery, 
broke down and began to cry. The 
sheriff comforted her and put her in 
the back of the patrol car. while they 
went back to shoot the pony. There 
was no question of a ricochet as the 
sheriff waded back into the mud to 
put the muzzle of the revolved 
against the pony’s temple. 

Throughout , the sheriffs acted with 
kindness, extreme politeness and 
compassion. 

Appalled Citizen, do you really 
think the most HUMANE thing to do 
would have been to move the injured, 
undomesticated animal? What if the 
pain-ridden possum had bitten the 
dog warden or sheriff? And finally, 
whose “field” do you feel would have 
been suitable for the shooting? 

As to your final question regarding 
why three deputies responded to the 
call, I would hazard a guess the third 
was Reserve Office, not a full fledged 
deputy 

I would hope that those “impress- 
ionable minds” you were concerned 
about, learned that ending a “help- 
less animals” pain is more important 


than shuffling the animal out of 
sight !

How about 
Social Security 

EDITOR — The social security 
program as it now exists is in dire 
straits and the President and Con- 
gress want to revamp this program 
and even want to merge this program 
with another retirement system 

The reason for this dilemma can be 
summed up in one word “HOW”. 

An explanation follows, when the 
Social Security program was en- 
visioned and put into practice the 
sole purpose of this program was to 
pay the employees working under 
this system a monthly sum of money 
up retirement. 

If the participant in this program 
died, the wife, next of kin. or children 
would receive the money. 

From its inception, as the money 
flowed into this program and 
accumulated faster than it was dis- 
persed, other avenues were conjured 
up to be put under Social Secutiry. 

Whenever a program was in need 
of money the President and Congress 
would ask “How” to finance the prog- 
ram. Each time this happened they 
would dip into the social security 
fund. 


Now after tampering with the So- 
cial Security in this manner the so- 
cial security program is in jeopardy 
of going under. 

The people who voted for this prog- 
ram back in 1937, or so. were led to 
believe that the money that would be 
taken out of their pay checks would 
be used solely for the people contri- 
buting to this program or their fami- 
ly, upon retirement or death. This is 
no longer the case. 

The participants in this program 
have contributed a great deal of 
money into it, much more than they 
will receive, but due to the generosity 
of the government in using the social 
security fund to finance other prog- 
rams this system is no longer solid. 

A solution to get the Social Secur- 
ity back on its feet is for Congress to 
pass a bill to reimburse the money 
used from this program for other 
than its original intent. 

They should find a “HOW” to bring 
this about. Maybe they should 
change the name of the Social Secur- 
ity program, to “Retirement Sys- 
tem” so the Congress won’t be temp- 
ted to use the money for any other 
purpose, as was done under the social 
security.

HEMET, CALIF. - Buck has just 
left. This big, beautiful man who fills 
the room , not only because of the size 
of him. but because of the essence of 
him . . the essence of goodness, 
perhaps, even of spirituality. 

For Buck met an overwhelming, 
demeaning problem head-on. con- 
quered it and spends his days 
reaching out to others who have a 

* need they have no way of filling. 

Buck is an alcoholic and yet I had 
no idea that I was opening the door to 
a man who had gone down into the 
depth of hell, and who, in one blinding 
flash of inspiration, beat out the 
flames of hell, and conquered. 

None of this did I know that bright , 
sunshiny morning when he stood on 
the doorsteps of my sister’s home, his 
whit^, snowy shirtfront peeping from 
a bright red sweater; his cowboy hat 
in his hands and the glow on his 
smooth-shaven face coming from 
something other than the bright sun 
overhead. 

He had come to see Glenn, and as I 
led him back to the bedroom and 

• heard he and Glenn exchange greet- 
. ings, I knew that this was someone 
. special in my brother-in-law’s life. 

; It was several days before I heard 
Buck s story, and that happened one 
evening as he came into the living 
room after his visit with Glenn . Tears 
l were rolling down his cheeks, and he 
•took out his handkerchief and blew 
•his nose with a vigor that was not 


astonishing in a man of his size, but 
touched the heart anyway Maybe, 
because of the tears. 

“I can’t believe it,” he said, blow- 
ing his nose again and stretching his 
long legs out into the room “It just 
doesn’t seem possible.” 

He didn't need to say more. We 
knew what he was feeling and we 
knew that he was sensing darkness 
creeping slowly, ever slowly, into our 
midst. 

And in the way that happens when 
people are drawn together in sorrow, 
we began talking, talking about 
ourselves, and it was on that evening 
that I learned what it was that one 
could feel in this man without ever 
knowing the full story. 

It had all began a long, long time 
ago. when he was very young and had 
become somewhat of a star on the 
rodeo circuit. The hard- work, the 
glamor, the glory of it all was almost 
more than a young man could cope 
with, and particularly was it difficult 
to cope with the hard drinking that 
went on with the rodeo stars’ after a 
performance. 

Slowly, insiduously, the alcohol 
took hold. No one really realized it, 
least of all, himself, for it was the 
way with the rodeo people, to drink 
hard, live hard, work hard and plav 
hard.

What should I do now?

Dear Mother, 

You have a number of different op- 
tions. but do not be surprised if as you 
seek an answer to your problem, you 
discover that it has nothing to do with 
the school. 

School “phobia ’ ’ , or fear of going to 
school, is generally characterized by 
actions like screaming in the morn- 
ing. refusal to leave for school — all 
the symptoms you describe. 

However, it is frequently disco- 
vered that the child’s fear is not 
founded in going to school but in leav- 
ing home. 


There is a fear of desertion or aban- 
donment, that the parents or loved 
ones will not be there on their return 
from school It is associated with a 
growing sense of insecurity on the 
child’s part 

• Has there been any recent incident 
in the child’s life which could be par- 
ticularly upsetting 9 Death of a loved 
one, divorce, or strong punishment 
can all contribute If the problem is 
school phobia, counseling with a 
therapist trained to work with chil- 
dren and perhaps family therapy 
would be indicated 
However, if it has to do with the 
school and your child’s experience

remind you. And he has spent that 
seven years with Alcoholics Anony- 
mous. reaching out a helping hand to 
others in despair. 

His night sleep is often broken by a 
cry for help, and he has been known 
to spend long, long hhours with other 
souls who are enmeshed in that living 
hell called alcoholism. 

"I figure I was given the inspira- 
tion to quit and it has become my 
responsibility to help others.

The March 29 issue of the Houston Chronicle carried 120 pages of employment 
ads No, that s not a typo. 120 pages ! It boasts the largest classified ad section of 
any paper in the country. (The same week’s Detroit News carried 17% pages.) 

Big things are happening in Houston and apparently the folks up north have 
gotten the word. The Chronicle says that in the last six months, their Sunday 
sales in Michigan have leaped from about 200 to 3.000 papers a week. 

The Little Professor bookstore in Dearborn alone has a guaranteed sellout of 
their 1 ,000-plus weekly order , sometimes within the same day of arrival That , in 
addition to their 800 or 900 copies of the Dallas Morning New r s 

At first it was kind of fun, those Houstonians being the big chesses, but now' 
they’re wondering if 120 pages of employment oppportunities isn’t carrying 
southern hospitality a little too far 

There’s consternation down there in oil country The front page headlines of 
that same issue of the Chronicle read, “New Okie’ comes from Michigan and 
Houston is his California”. 

Inside, article headlines read: “New Okies’ sw r arm from Michigan to Hous- 
ton s jobrich land of plenty” ; “Houston, Dallas papers snapped up in Michigan” ; 
“Snow Belt exodus Why 1 .000 a week stream here — jobs”, and, “Hillbillies in 
Michigan. Yankees here”. 

1 he gist of it all is that the jobless from the north are sw’arming into Texas 
without so much as a hint of a job. They’re coming in vans and pickup trucks 


warnings 

containing all their worldly goods, “assuming,” said one spokesman, “that the 
streets are paved with gold.”. 

Well, they are paved with gold for the professionals, the engineers, the accoun- 
tants. the chemists and the computer experts, but for the run-of-the-mill factory 
worker . they want it made clear that there just aren’t any factories down there 
At least, not yet. 1 

And if. by some chance, the factory worker is fortunate enough to find a job 
similar to the one he left, he can expect to make anywhere from $5 to $10 an hour 
less than he made in Michigan There are few' unions down there, you see, and 
they seem to like it that way just fine 
I did a little rundow n on the 120 pages of ads and this is what I came up w ith 
Professional ^managers. supervisors, consultants, etc.) 22pp 
Engineering - Technical 20 pp 

Data Processing (computer operators, programmers, etc) 10 pp 
Admin - financial (accountants, auditors, analysts) 5‘s pp 
Sales 7% pp 
Office - clerical 25 pp 

Crafts-skills-trades (machinists toolmakers, w'elders) 9 pp 
Medical 8 pp $ 

Misc (hairdressers, food service, maintenance, etc) 13 pp 
Good news for teachers is that there is a critical enough shortage for recruiters 
to be combing the northern countryside for candidates. And clericals are in such 


demand that, if 1 can believe the personnel placement ads, beginner reception- 
ists can start at $10,000 to $12,000 a year. 

That s the good news — if you happen to be one of those people The bad news is 
that Houston hasn 't yet made ready for all their guests The housing boom of two 
years ago is fast becoming a shortage, the small-townish mass transit system is 
woefully inadequate, making horrendous traffic jams a w ay of life, and sew age 
and flooding problems keep maintenance crews working overtime 
In addition, the city of Houston is regularly running TV ads pleading for 
additional police recruits to help with the growing problem of crime 
Still , w ith all its faults, a city in the sunny southwest with a newspaper that can 
carry 120 pages of employment ads has to look good to someone out of work in 
Detroit with no likely prospects 
And Houston w ants you — that ’s clear 

They’re even going so far as to retrain in some instances But they’re also 
asking that you take your time, do a lot of research, and don't burn all your 
bridges behind you 

Clearly, this is a big step to take and more and more of you are taking it So 
maybe we should talk some more about this Have you been to Texas and are 
back again” Or are you planning to go? Do you have a job waiting 9 
Do you know someone who is down there now 9 Are they making it 9 What are 
they doing 0 Write me in care of this newspaper and we’ll do a local follow -up in a 
few weeks if the response is there

Born and raised in the small town of Big Stone Gap, 
Blevins held jobs as a carpenter and blacksmith before 
moving north In 1964 he retired from a position with a 
steel heat treating plant 

Now he spends much of his retirement time in his 


workshop, creating wood products with his various tools 
and lathe Despite suffering from arthritis in his hands 
Blevins also looks forward to working with Ins wife in 
the garden of their Westland home 
But why make banjos? 

It’s something to do.' he replies 1 don’t play that 
great but I like the sounds of a banjo or fiddle When I 
see something in a store . I’d rather go home and make it 
rather than buy it I’ve been doing that all my life.”

‘Postman’ remains faithful 
to Cain’s sordid novel

“ The Postman Al- 
ways Rings Twice/ 9 
from Paramount Pic- 
tures.

There have been sever- 
al different movie ver- 
sions of this James Cain 
novel, w'ith the best 
known being the John 
Garfield/Lana Turner 
version made in 1946 
Luchino Visconti made 
an unauthorized version 
of the story, as he never 
bothered to acquire the 
movie rights from Cain, 
but as this was Italy , in 
1942 that didn’t seem like 
much of an obstacle. 

Visconti entitled his 
film “Obsession,” and 
that certainly sums up all 
you need to know about 
this steamy story of love 
and murder. Whether 
Italy or Hollywood . 
however, censorship 
problems prevented the 
earlier movie versions- 


from being faithful to 
some of the more sordid 
aspects of Cain’s novel. 

In 1981 there are no 
such problems, so 
whether or not you agree 
that this is the best ver 
sion of Cain’s novel, it is 
certainly the most faith 
ful. as the gruff book be 
comes a gritty, seedy 
atmospheric film. 

The latest couple to act 
out the tale is Jack 
Nicholson and Jessica 
Lange in the new Bob 
Rafelson film. Set in the 
midst of the Depression, 
Nicholson plays a man 
wandering across Amer- 
ica who happens to find 
himself outside a road- 
side diner run by Nick 
Papadakis (John Col- 
icos) and his wife Cora, 
remarkably played by 
Jessica Lange. Nicholson 
and Lange conspire to do 
away with her husband, 
but the best laid plans of 
mice and desperates go 
awTy. with grave results. 

Jessica Lange’s per- 
formance is not only the 
best thing about the film, 
it’s one of the best per- 
formances by an actress 


in recent years and is de- 
finitely Oscar- 
nomination material 

As the beautv-contest 
winner whose dreams 
turn into the dust and 
sweat of a hash-house 
cook, she is unforgett- 
able. But she is no nice- 
girl gone wrong. Her 
drives and desires have a 
decidedly masochistic 
edge that are only shar- 
pened by her teaming 
with Nicholson’s similar 
aberrant desires. She 
projects a smile that is 
both childlike and sultry : 
she is cruel and torrid, 
mischievous and malevo- 
lent 

Adapting Cain’s novel 
for the screen is David 
Mamet, well-known for 
his successful plays such 
as A Life in the Thea- 
ter” and * American Buf- 
falo ” This is his first 
screenplay, and yet he 
has managed to avoid all 
the possible pratfalls. 

His dialogue is kept to a 
minimum , and cuts quick 
to the raw emotions that 
are unleased Director 
Rafelson maintains the

Joan Jett returns to rock fold 
with solo album ‘Bad Reputation ’ 


When the Runaways, a group of 16-17 year old girls 
emerged on the music scene some years ago, the reac- 
tion was one big critical scoff; maybe the male rock 
fans had big male egos which refused to accept the fact 
*hat girls can rock and roll too Of course, female rock- 
ers are everywhere today, as Joan Jett recently re- 
marked “When the Runaways came along, there were 
no girls playing music . . . now they’re all over the place. 
We opened the doors. 

After a few years off, Joan Jett has returned to the 
rock fold, and in fine style Her first solo album, “ Bad 
Reputation,” is one of the best "party albums” (her 
term) to be released in sometime, and as Jett and her 
band showed onstage at Ann Arbor's spacious Second 
Chance last week, they're on the move. And the direc- 
tion is straight up 

When asked what she d been doing in the time from 
the breakup of the Runaways and the new album, Jett 
replied: “I hung around England for a while, did a 
couple of songs with Steve Jones and Paul Cook (ex-Sex 
Pistols), produced an album for an L A punk band cal- 
led the Germs, their only album — singer Darby Crash 
committeed suicide in December — and I did a movie. 
It’s a low budget film called "We re All Crazy Now.” 
Anyway, that’s when 1 met my producers, Kenny Lagu- 
na and Ritchie Cordell, because they flew out to do the 
soundtrack with me. And at that point we decided to do a 
solo album.” 

For those unaware. Kenny Laguna and Ritchie Cor- 
dell were the men behind Tommy James and The Shon- 
dells, both on the production side and on the songwriting 
side. Among others, they penned "Mony Mony” and 
"Crimson and Clover ” What this means is that as a pop 
artist, Jett’s career is in good hands. 


Due to problems on the road, the band was two hours 
late getting into town, which in turn meant a quick 
sound check just as the doors w ere opened . But when the 
band came out and kicked into 1 Bad Reputation.” the 
sound was as good as if it had been Orchestra Hall 

As the crowd stood on the dance floor — some danc- 
ing, some watching, all listening and bouncing to the 
beat — I weaved my way through the masses taking 
picture after picture of Jett, who is as good a frontper- 
son as has graced the stage at the Second Chance in 
years. She doesn 't play up the sexual side of the w r oman 
rock’n roller (as she easily could), but rather empha- 
sises the rockin’ aspect. 

Like the album, the show consisted of roughly half 
originals, with brilliantly chosen cover versions spliced 
throughout, like Gary Glitter's "Do You Wanna Touch 
Me,” the Isley Brothers’ "Shout,* and Sam the Sham & 
the Pharaoh’s classic " Wooly Bully The live show also 
featured a sizzling version of the Rolling Stones "Star 
Star,” perhaps the best song about groupies ever, and 
the cluster of young males at the front of the stage 
reaching to touch Jett took the lyrics to, ah. heart 

"I Love Playin’ With Fire,” in my opinion the best of 
all the Runaways’ songs, was performed during the 
encore, lending the only nostalgic air of the evening, as 
even the overworked "Summertime Blue”, sounded as 
fresh as ever. 

By the end. everyone was exhausted; the crowd, the 
band — even my film supply Joan Jett & the Blackharts 
had totally won over the usually cynical Ann Arbor 
(dare Isay "preppie”?) audience with a tremendously 
energetic rock n’ roll show. "Bad Reputation”? Not 
anymore

An Easter bread basket 


This fanciful Ester Egg Braid will make a delightful gift to 
friends and family on Easter when bundled up in a pretty straw 
basket. It’s a rich egg bread with a crispy crust, topped off with 
a colorful cinnamon candy blaze. Marshmallow candy eggs in 
pretty pastel shades nestle between the braids of the loaf, rest- 
ing in a •'nest * 4 of green tinted coconut 
You’ll be as popular as the Easter Bunny himself when you fill 
someone's basket with this sweet Easter Surprise Here's the 
recipe, developed by the National Confectioners Association: 

Easter Egg Braid 

BREAD: 

2 packages active dry yeast 
Vi cup warm water (105-115°) 

1 cup milk, scalded and cooled 

1 cup sugar 
Vi cup butter, softened 

TOPPING: 

V 4 cup red cinnamon candies 

3 tablespoons water 

2 tablespoons butter 

3 cups confectioners sugar 
To make bread : 

Dissolve yeast in warm water in a large mixing bowl. Add 


3 eggs 
2 egg yolks 
1 tablespoon salt 
6 Mi to 6*4 cups 
all-purpose flour 

3-4 tablespoons water 
Green tinted coconut 
Candy-coated 
marshmallow eggs 


milk, sugar, butter, eggs, yolks and salt Beat in 2 * 2 cups of 
flour until smooth. Stir in enough remaining Hour to make 
dough easy to handle. Turn dough out onto lightly floured sur- 
face and knead until smooth and elastic. Place dough in a 
greased bowl, turning greased side up and cover Let rise in a 
warm place for 2 - 2 1 * hours until dough doubles in size. Punch 
dough down, then divide into six equal parts Shape each part 
into a 14-inch rope. Line up three ropes, one inch apart ona 
greased backing sheet, then braid them loosely, beginning in 
the middle and working toward the ends. Pinch ends and tuck 
under. Repeat with remaining three ropes to form a second 
braided loaf. Cover and let braids rise about 45 minutes until 
they double in size Brush each with soft butter and bake in a 
375° oven 30-35 minutes or until lightly browned 

To make topping: 

Melt red cinnamon candies in three tablespoons water in a 
small saucepan over low heat Stir constantly until cnadies 
dissolve, then blend in butter. Stir candy mixture into bowl with 
confectioners sugar. Blend in 3-4 tablespoons water until pink 
frosting is of spreading consistency. Drizzle icing over warm 
braids, then sprinkle with green tinted coconut For finishing 
touch, decoratively place candy-coated marshmallow eggs 
across top so that they nestle between braids of each loaf 
Makes to braids.

Those of you who’ve been ’potpourri” followers for any length of time have 
by now surmised that BG and I are quite the team when it comes to ex- 
perimenting with new restaurants. We fortunately share the excitement and 
challenge of a new eating spot — its diversity or similarity to others we’ve 
tried and mainly, of course, the cuisine 

Be it ethnic, exotic, continental, regional or home-cookin’, we are always 
delighted to discover a “new and different ” place with truly good food that we 
can recommend to others of our ilk. 

In our gastrinomical ventures we’ve uncovered little known places with 
excellent fresh seafood, elegant puff pastry entrees, unique casseroles, im- 
aginative salads, unusual appetizers and lucious homemade desserts. 

Refreshing “from scratch, non-computerized” drinks can also score for a 
place and, naturally, the surroundings and service are a big factor in its 
success. 

"Adventurous Eating in Michigan” was responsible for our lunching at a 
really out-of-the-way eatery (for US) recently when we made plans to visit a 
new golf outlet in Clarkston. 

With the promise of ‘ snugly warm surroundings . . . four or five chalkboard 
specials each day . . nuances of the early days in Michigan throughout tiny 
bouquets of fresh daisies on the tables. . .exceptionally well-prepared foods 
that win high praise and the near guarantee that we’d forever after look 
back on our visit with affection ”, we were sold on giving the Clarkston Cafe a 
test run. 

In their glowing 2-page report, the Winterses also include the added entice- 
ment that the owner of Detroit’s famous London Chop House. Les Gruber (a 
fierce taskmaster), eats at the C.C , a favorite of his 

To get back to the paperback itself — a 261-pager complete with maps of 
both the lower and upper peninsulas with cities claiming the featured res 
taurants pinpointed — it is one of those handy guides which every traveler 
should include in his glove compartment If. like us, you often find yourself in 
"foreign” country at mealtime, the book will lead you to some mighty fine 
watering holes. With a hop to Saulte Ste Marie on our calendar for July, we 
were pleased to find a recommendation for dining there as well as in Escana- 
ba. Manistique and St Ignace enroute 

That’s the special attraction for “Adventurous Eating” — it covers the 
state’s byways as well as highways and takes you to such intriguing locations 
as The Dam Site Inn at Pellston for “comfortable country dining”. The 
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Jordan Inn for "incomparable innovations in cuisine — one of the best” in 
East Jordan; Muskegon’s Hearthstone for “the best in soups and sand- 
wiches"; and The Thornapple Village Inn at Ada for ‘ distinctive dining and 
design." 

Some 101 special inns, taverns, cafes and restaurants and recipes (at least 
one from each listing) plus a detailed roster of 40 Detroit favorites are in- 
cluded in this most interestingly written and well-compiled guide 

Our next stop? Perhaps Cornwell’s Turkey House in nearby Marshall since 
BG wouldn’t mind Thanksgiving fare most any Sunday. Maybe we ll see you 
there!

Well, when she unpacked the groceries we'd brought on a February visit 
and saw ANOTHER jar of Smucker s with the little citrus peel inside, she 
admitted she just couldn t use anymore — that she just wasn't eating here the 
way she had abroad and that she was still working at shedding a few excess 
pounds (English pounds, of course ) 

So — that yellow-orange mixture has been gracing our refrigerator ever 
since with only a dab or two removed for the rare piece of toast or English 
muffin that gets eaten at our house 



So it was with a glad heart and anxious scissors that the following was 
discovered in and removed from our latest Southern Living monthly And — 
having given “Jam Teasers” an initiation the other night. I felt they merited 
the potpourri” recipe spotlight for the week. They’re delicious! 

They are really easy to make and here are a few suggestions to note ( 1 ) 
prepare the rolls on a clean surface (bread board or wax paper) so that you 
can swoop up the filling that oozes out when you finish roiling and spread it 
over top the crescents (thereby eliminating the last step in the recipe (2) a 
narrow rubber spatula is ideal for spreading the two fillings (3) use scant 
teaspoons of marmalade and more or less “center ” them on the triangles (4) 
remove crescents from cookie sheet at once and place on a rack covered with 
wax paper (they are sticky!) and (5) run cookie sheet under hot water im- 
mediately — the drippings harden fast ! 

Time your baking so that these are served warm (not hot ) since that's the 
way they taste best . 

JAM TEASERS 

1 (8-oz.) can refrigerated eresent dinner rolls 

3 T. commercial sour cream 

6 scant tsps. orange marmalade 
cup chopped walnuts 

r 4 cup flaked coconut 

2 T. orange marmalade, melted (optional) 

Additional chopped nuts (optional) 

Separate crescent rolls into triangles Spread each with 1 teaspoon s$ur 
cream and 2 scant teaspoons marmalade Sprinkle each evenly with walnut 
coconut mixture Roll up. beginning at large end Place seam side down. 
1-inch apart on a greased baking sheet curve into crescents Bake at 375 
degrees for 20 minutes Remove from oven and if you like, brush with melted 
marmalade and sprinkle with additional nuts Yield 8 servings

Sometimes newspaper people 
embarrass me. 

At other times, I take pride in my 
profession. In fact, I feel that way 
most of the time. 

But, other times ... I get a queasv 
feeling. 

For instance — following the 
attempt to assassinate the presi- 
dent when press conferences turned 
into a shambles despite the efforts 
of those addressing the press to be 
cooperative under circumstances 
that were trying to say the verv 
least. 

The seeking for all the gory de- 
tails at a time when it was under- 
standable that it was a sensitive 
subject to those being queried. And 
those who sought to stir up a prob- 
lem (between Secretary of State 
Alexander Haig and Vice-President 
George Bush) just for the sake of a 
story. 

And back to the gory film — what 
about the feelings of family and per- 
sonal friends and co-workers of the 
wounded men — watching in horri- 
fied fascination? 

In an effort to provide the ‘ peo- 
ple’s right to know” are we as a pro- 
fession, lacking in sensitivity? It 
seems so! 

Another thing that really gets to 
me is the media shoving a mic- 
rophone in the face of a person who 
has just been involved or had a 
loved one involved in a tragedy. 

It’s ghoulish and this is one seg- 


ment of “knowing” that leaves me 
feeling that I really didn't need to 
know the reaction. 

I am a human being with some 
knowledge of sorrow and grief and 
suffering so I don’t need to “see” to 
be aware of the feelings of others 
under those circumstances. 

Possibly there are other watchers 
and readers who like to be in on ev- 
ery little reaction and detail It’s 
just that I’m not one of them. I don't 
need to see “all the blood.” 

Working for a weekly newspaper 
is much different than being part 
and parcel of a big daily in competi- 
tion with other dailies for a “hot” 
story. 

Our concern is with local com- 
munities — and many a time we 
have had to make the judgement — 
“does the public really have the 
right to know this?” If it brings hurt 
to an innocent person or family, it 
calls for consideration. One is also 
aware of the “cover-up” accusa- 
tion. But the decision has to be 
made. 

In Washington, £).C , the people s 
“right to know” was carried into 
the realm of burlesque by over- 
zealous reporters who shouid know 
better. 

A reporter can't afford to fall into 
the error of being led by the hyster- 
ia of the moment, discarding good 
sense and sensibility for the sake of 
what they hope wilj be a good 
story.”

Board of Directors; (2) in general, perform all of the duties incident to the 
office of Treasurer, and such other duties as from time to time may be 
assigned to him by the President or by the Board of Directors

I The Assistant Secretaries and Assistant Treasufers^ if any. selected by 
the Board of Directors, shall perform such duties and have such authority as 
shall from time to time be delegated or assigned to them by the Secretary or 
the Treasurer, respectively, or by the President and the Board of Directors. 
The Board of Directors shall have the power to appoint any person to perform 
the duties of any officer whenever for any reason it is impracticable for such 
officer to act personally. Such acting officer so appointed shall have the 
powers of and be subject to all the restrictions upon the officer to whose office 
he is so appointed except as the Board of Directors may be resolution other- 
wise determine.

The regulation of the internal affairs of the Corporation, including the 
distribution of assets on dissolution or final liquidation is placed entirely with 
the Board of Directors or their successors, as provided in the Bylaws of this 
Corporation, subject, however, to the provisions of Act No 338. 

ARTICLE XI 

No part of the net earnings of the Corporation shall inure to the benefit of 
any member, trustee, officer or director of the Corporation, or any private 
individual (except that in case of private individuals reasonable compensa- 
tion may be paid for services rendered to or for the corporation affecting one 
or more of its purposes), and no member, trustee, officer or director of the 
Corporation or any private individual shall be entitled to share in the distribu- 
tion of any of the corporate assets on dissolution of the corporation. Directors 
of the Corporation shall serve without salary, but may be reimbursed their 
actual expenses incurred in the performance of their official duties, and may 
receive a per diem in an amount set by the City Council of the City of Romulus. 
No substantial part of the activities of the Corporation shall be the carrying on 
of propaganda, or otherwise attempting to influence legislation, and the 
Corporation shall not participate in or intervene in (including the publication

Upon the dissolution of the Corporation or the winding up of its affairs, all 
property and assets of the Corporation shall be distributed exclusively to the 
Incorporating Unit or its successor.

All meetings of the Board of Directors shall be public and notice of such 
meetings will be posted in the office of the Clerk oft he City of Romulus at least 
eighteen hours prior to the date of such meeting and the Corporation shall 
comply with Act 267 of the Public Acts of 1976 relative to its meetings. 

ARTICLE XIV 

The Corporation shall at all times be deemed to be an agency or political 
subdivision of the City of Romulus The books and records of the Corporation ’ 
and of the Board of Directors, officers and agents thereof shall be public and 
open to inspection and audit by the City of Romulus at all reasonable times.

ARTICLE XVII 

The Clerk ofthe City of Romulus shall in conformity with Section 31 of Act 
338, cause the appropriate filing of these Articles and shall cause the Articles 
to be published in the Romulus Roman, a newspaper of general p circulation 
within the City of Romulus which publication shall be accompanied by a 
statement that the right exists to question the incorporation in court as pro- 
vided in Section 31 of Act 338.

He was an idol who stood above all others, in an age when there were so many 
idbls. 

He was not a belligerent man, although his two fists and body and mind were 
trained for a sport whose ultimate goal was to pound a man into submission. 
For us who grew up during the ante bellum years , the unpretentious Joe Louis was 
the only idol and champ. The Hank Greenbergs, the Rudy Yorks, the Hal Ne- 
whausers, the Tarzans and the Tyrone Powers and Errol Flynns were there, but 
it was Louis who inspired us to pick up ice — for the ice box — because he started 
out as an ice carrier, it was Louis whom we tried to emulate when we got to box in 
the backyards and garages. 

And each time Louis entered the ring, we knew he would win, because he was 

The Champ.” 

No man will ever take the Champ’s place for those who grew up in the '30s and 
during those “days of infamy.” 

The champ will be laid to rest today. 

And the people of the past will recall how this great athlete astonished the 
world with his explosive two fists, howlie shattered the Hitlerian philosophy of 
German supremancy of Nazi Germany by flooring Max Schmeling in the first 
round of their remtach. 

Who of us who lived in that past will ever forget huddling around the radio and 
listening to the official count off those 10 numbers and then say : “The winner and 
still champion of the World, Joe Louis.” 

And the bouts that followed — the ones against Two-ton* Tony Galento, 
Tommy Farr and Billy Conn — some 54 fights, my coliegues say. 

Here was a man who was “the power of the boxing world,” yet so openly 
vulnerable to the synchophants that heroes seem to attract. A man. as they say, 
who was • an easy touch”, that gave his millions away, and that in his later years 
had to depend upon the Las Vegas casino barons fdr his livihood until his last 
days. 

To the gamins, who shoved and pushed their way to the gambling joints in 
Vegas. Louis was a sideshow that they had to see. This man whose Herculian 
power fascinated the world for more than two decades. 

The boy who carried ice to the ice boxes on Detroit streets for a living in the 
days before the refrigerator, became a man and a martyr for a nation at war.

Advice for foster parents 


By STAN BARTIEWICZ 

It's Spring again and a lime when 
many people become foster parents for 
wild animals These people are dedi- 
cated to raising these animals to be re- 
leased back into the wild 

You must be sure that the young anim- 
al is deserted or orphaned before you 
become its foster parent Rabbits as an 
example, hide their young and return at 
night to care for them If the baby is 
truly deserted or orphaned then you. as 
a foster parent, may be its only chance 
of survival 

The Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR> should be contacted to 
determine if a permit is necessary to 
keep the wild animal The DNR may 


also be able to supply additional in 
formation to increase the animal s 
chances of survival and your safety 

When caring for your new charge 
keep it warm but not too warm A plas 
tic. gallon jug filled with hot water and 
wrapped in a towel makes a good heater 

Don't feed the baby cows milk be- 
cause it will get diarrhea and may dehy- 
drate Most birds may be fed with bits of 
canned dog food and water You may 
need different techniques depending on 
the age of the bird Very young birds 
may be fed liquified food in a dropper. 
Older birds may respond to bits of food 
on a toothpick until the bird opens its 
mouth to take the food Feed frequently 


who adopt wild animals 


during daylight hours. I E once each 
hour and until the bird is full 

The young mammals may be fed a 
puppy milk replacer in a pel nursing hot 
tie. These supplies are available at most 
pet stores If a puppy milk replacer is 
not available, use 3 oz condensed milk, 3 
oz water, and 1 tablespoon Karo syrup 
Feed the infants every three to four 
hours around the clock until they are 
able to begin weaning Then begin 
offering the types of food that the animal 
will find in the area where it will even- 
tually be released. 

Infant mammals need to be stimu 
lated in order to excrete waste products 
Use a soft cloth soaked in warm water to 


gently rub the anus and urogenital open 
ings to stimulate urination and defica- 
tion This should be done after each 
feeding 

When the animal has been weaned and 
is strong and eating well it is time to 
release it DO NOT make wild animals 
pets and dependentg upon you forever 

Many infants die in spite of proper 
care because they are wild animals and 
nothing can totally replace their natural 
parents This must be taken into consid- 
eration at the time foster care is consi- 
dered Do your best contact the DNR 
for assistance, and accept the fact that 
many babies will not live long enough to 
be released
